ICAL TRADE. 


The great strike of the miners of 
bituminous coal has now been kept 
up for five weeks, and no one can tell 
how much longer mining operations 
will be suspended. All industries 
have been affected through the grow- 
ing scarcity of coal, the transporta- 
tion companies being unable to 
move all the freight offered, 
but the manufacturers of chemi- 
cals have suffered to an even 
greater extent, as while they may be 
able to secure hard coal to generate 
steam they must have bituminous 


460.00 coal for the manufacture of their pro- 


ducts, The Solvay Process Oo., at 
Syracuse, has been compelled to im- 
port coal from Liverpool at a cost of 
three times the amount paid for the 
domestic product. This they have 
done in order to keep their 
men employed and to _ avoid 
the serious losses to their custom- 
ers which a stoppage of supplies 
of chemicals would entail, although, 
at the high cost of English coal, the 
products are manufactured at 4 loss. 
This is not an isolated or exceptional 
case, though the most important one 
in the chemical industry, It is feared 
that there will have to be a general 
suspension of manufacturing opera 
tions if the strike continues much 
longer, in which case the number of 
idle men will be greatly inereased. 
and the effect of scarcity of chemical 
products may become serious and 
wide-spread, 

One feature growing out of the 
present difficulty is interesting, 
though exceedingly annoying to the 
parties directly affected, |AJthough 
comparatively little bituminous coal 
is being mined, this little does not 
reach the chemical manufacturers 
whose contracts it is designed to fill. 
Coal has been and is being shipped 
from the mines consigned to 
the chemical works, but is con- 
fiscated by the railroad companies 
under the plea of public necessity, 
they claiming the right to appropri- 
ate the same as common carriers and 
carriers of the United States mails. 
There is no questinn as to the pay- 
ment for the confiscated coal, the 
railroad companies paying the mar- 
ket price to the miners or shippers, 
but by reason of such seizure the 
manufacturers are compelled to im- 
port coal at greatly increased cost, 
and they suffer other losses in conse- 
quence,

ADULTERATED WHITE LEAD. 


A suit has just been decided by the 
courts ia Oincinuati which will prove 
of much interest to the entire paint 
trade of the country. The suit was 
instituted by a manufacturer of white 
lead who felt aggrieved because a 
competitor had caused samples of his 
product to be analyzed and published 
the results of such analyses to the in- 
jury of the plaintiff. Hesought a re- 
straining order and an award for 
damages, the analyses having shown 
the product to contain adulterants, 
while the makers claimed it to be pure 
white lead. The adulteration was 
proved, the analyses, some forty-five 
in number, practically agreeing on 
the extent of the sophistication, and 
the court held that the publica 
tion of the analyses was justifi- 
able and the plaintiff's claim for 
damages and an injunction were ac- 
cordingly denied. The right of one 
dealer or manufacturer to publish a 
truthful analysis of another’s pro- 
ducta, showiug false branding or 
adulteration, is in this{case judicially 
confirmed and will doubtless have a 
salutary restraining effect. 

This case was instituted in the sum- 
mer of 1891, but very few in the trade 
were aware that it was pending. The 
publication in our news columns this 





week of an abstract of the judge’s 
decision will be the first authentic 
account of the same to reach the 
trade, ‘The testimony was volum- 
inous, occupying the attention 
of the Oourt for ten days, and every 
phase of the matter was thoroughly 
exploited. The result is of unusual 
interest and value, and will doubtless 
stimulate the close examination of 
other makes of white lead and, in 
fact, paints and oils generally, to en- 
lighten the buyer ae to which is pure 
and which is adulterated. Wide pub- 
licity of this kind will do more to 
suppress adulteration than State laws 
which soon become a dead letter on 


the statute books.

WHISKEY TRUST CHECKMATED, 


It is a source of gratification to the 
Reporter that its efforts to break up 
the rebate veucher system of the 
Whiskey Trust, and to expose the 
methods pursued by this most ob- 
noxious of all monopolies to get and 
retain business, are appreciated. It 
is therefore with pleasure we print in 
another column aletter from a whole- 


sale drug house giving in detail the 


plan they adopted and carried out 
when they resolved to part company 
with the Trust after having suffered 
from its methods—in common with 
everybody who has had dealings with 
that concern. We commend the plan 
to those who are desirous of purchas 
ing where they can buy the cheapest, 
in harmony with the natural laws of 
trade, and we believe that any who 
adopt it will meet with the same 
success as attended the efforts 
of the house in question. Fur- 
thermore we heartily indprse the 
sentiment that ‘‘a little firmness 
by the dealers” would soon end the 
Trust, as itis generally believed that 
its financial condition, judging from 
its annual report recently issued, is 
not a rosy one, and many are of the 
opinion—which they do not hesitate 
to express both publicly and priv- 
ately—that were it not for the money 
which the Trust holds, and which is 
due rebate certificate holders, it 
would go to pieces at once, Indeed, 
as we have previously stated, it has 
been estimated that this money is 
sufficient to enable it to carry on ite 
entire business, 

The question has recently been 
asked by many timid holders of its 
rebate vouchers as to whether there 
was sufficient cash on hand to meet 
all vouchers outstanding. These in- 
quiries have been suggested by the 
annual report, which certainly was 
very vague, and lacked many details 
one generally looks for in such a doc- 
ument, By those best informed it is 
considered very doubtful if there is 
sufficient cash In hand to meet all 
vouchers were they presented at one 
time; but, to reassure and protect (?) 
these timid ones, and, incidentally, 
all others, the Trust has deposited 
witha Trust Company here $2,500,000 
of its bonds, though the amount 
due the trade for rebates is not 
quite $2,000,000. But what are these 
bonds worth? According to ite an- 
nual report the best price the Trust 
could get for $1,000,000 of its bonds 
was fifty cents on the dollar, and it is 
genera'ly understood that they were 
taken up by those inside, so that the 
real value of the bonds is more or 
less problematical. A simple mathe 
matical calculation, therefore, will 
easily show the rebate certificate hold- 
ers just how much value is to be at- 
tached to the bonds deposited for the 
redemption of their voucbers. 

Our correspondent shows con- 
clusively the very intimate _ re- 
lations which exist between the 
Trust and its Eastern distributors, 
evidenced by the ultimate accep- 
tance by the distributors of rebate 
vouchers in payment of a bill, 





though the certificates are on their 
face issued directly by the Truet, 
payable only at Peoria at the expira- 
tion of six months under certain con- 
ditions. It is very evident that the 
Trust fully realizes the inherent weak- 
ness of its position and foresees ite im- 
pending doom, as it is willing that its 
agents shall do anything and every- 
thing within their power to retain 
and extend its business wherever and 
whenever possible. Indeed we learn 
that it is granting practically any and 
all concessions in the way of prices 
and terms to hold its trade. There is 
not a doubt but that the distributors 
knew from the very first that they 
could get che vouchers of our corres- 
pondent honored at their full value 
when they offered to accept them 
at half rate, and it was only when 
there appeared the prospect of losing 
& customer that they agreed to ac- 
cept them at their full worth. Itis 
really a shame that such business 
methods should be allowed to obtain 
in the eve of this nineteenth century, 
and we sincerely hope that all along 
the line there will be such an awaken- 
ing among buyers of the products of 
the Trust, and courage to sc act as 
will result in the speedy breaking up 


of the monopoly.

THE TRADE IN AMMONIATES, 


Early in the year there was an ac- 
tive demand for nearly all grades of 
aminoaiates, with large distribution 
to Southern markets, and prices were 
on a firm basis, but soon there was'a 
decided falling off in trade, Later, 
however, the demand from the East 
developed and this was supplemented 
by renewed buying at the South, 
where freight rates have been made 
exceptionally favorable. This cut- 
ting of freight rates induced liberal 
purchases in anticipation of later re- 
quirements and brought the season’s 
business to unusual ploportions, the 
result being that stocks were greatly 
reduced, while engagements have 
been entered into covering the re- 
mainder of the year. This natur- 
ally resulted in an enhancement 
of values. There is some dispo- 
sition shown on the part of manu- 
facturere, owing to the uncer- 
tainties of the hog product and of the 
fishing season, to engage supplies of 
ammoniates, such as biood, hoof 
meal, tankage, etc., for long periods 
ahead, but the uncertainties of tariff 
legislation is a deterring factor and 
the action of buyers is determined by 
divers circumstances and interests. 
It is expected that the wants of man- 
ufacturers of fertilizers will be large 
notwithstanding recent purchases, 
and when general business revives, 
following a settlement of the tariff 
question, the trade in ammoniates 
will again become active. Just at 
present prices are in favor of buyers, 
but the outlook is regarded as favor- 
able to holders.

ANOTHER SUIT AGAINST THE

Another sult has been brought 
against the Whiskey Trust. It is in 
the courts of this state and the papers 
have been served on President Green- 
hut.

Although it is only for $2,600 worth 
of vouchers, it is thought by many 
that it isin the nature of a test case, 
and that a large amount of money 
represented by rebate certificates is 
awaiting the issue. Inasmuch as the 
Trust has heretofore not allowed 
cases involving the legality of 
its rebate voucher system to 
reach a judicial decision, preferring

DUTIABLE WEIGHT—WEIGHER’S RETURN. 


In the matter of the protest of Oon- 
solidated Fireworks Oompany,against 
the decision of the collector of cus- 
toms at New York as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain imports March 29, 1898, the fol- 
lowing is the opinion by General Ap- 
praiser Wilkinson: 

The protest is against the weights 
in accordance with which duty was 
assessed upon certain firecrackers. 
Entry was made up the invoice weight, 
which was 99 pounds to the package. 
The return of the U. 8. weigher was 
between 96 and 97 pounds to the pack- 












age. 

The surveyor reported that after 
investigation he considered the 
weights of the U. S. weigher as un- 
reliable. The collector thereupon 
assessed duty upon the invoice or 
entered weights. 

The papers in the case give us no 
grounds for doubting the return of 
the U . weigher, but rather 
strengten the presumption in favor of 
the correctness of his return. No 
evidence was offered at the hearing 
of the case by either party to the con- 
troversy. 

The claim that du:y should be 
assessed upon the return of the U. 8, 
weigher is sustained. - 


Cottonseed Meal. 


One ton ot corn meal contains on 
the average 28 pounds of nitrogen, 
about 13 pounds of phosphoric acid 
and about 8 pounds of oe. These 
quantities of plant food in the form 
of commercial fertilizer would cost 
about $6. The value of one ton of 
cottonseed meal will contain at least 
135 pounds of nitrogen, over 60 
pounds of phosphoric acid and 36 
pounds of potash. These quantities 
of the three elements of plant food 
would cost $28 or more in the form of 
acommercial fertilizer, consequently 
the manurial value of cottonseed 
meal is $28 per ton, or 4% times as 
much as the manurial value of corn 
meal, In both cases nitrogen is es- 
timated at 17 cents per pound, phos- 
phoric acid at 6 cents and potash at 
4% cents, which is about what these 
three elements cost in ordinary fer- 
tilizers at the usual prices. 

The feeding value of any food or 
fodder depends upon the amount and 
the digestibility of the different food 
ingredients. e find that corn meal 
of good average quality contains in 
100 weight about 5% pounds of diges. 
tible protien or flesh forming and 
meat and milk producing substance, 
similar in many respects to the albu. 
men or white of the égg; also about 3 
pounds of digestible fat or oil, and 
over 66 pouses of digestible sugar, 
starch, fiber, etc., worth in all about 
97c per 100 pounds. Therefore the 
feeding value vf corn meal is $19 50 
perton. But 100 pounds of cotton- 
seed meal contains 36 pounds of diges- 
tible protien or nearly seven times as 
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much as corn meal, this being the most 
valuable part of any feed. The cotton 
seed meal also contains over 10% 

ounds of digestible fat or oil, which 
8 three times as much as corn meal, 
It has only about one-third as mucb 
sugar and statch as corn meal,, but 
these are the cheapest and least im- 
portant elements of animal food, 
which any farmer can supply in 
abundance with corn stalks, hay, etc. 
The feeding value of cottonseed meal 
is thus $29 06 per ton, In both cases 
the feeding value is got by estimat- 
ing the protien at 1.6 per pound, the 
fat at 4,2 cents and the carbohy- 
drates at 0.9 cents, which isthe cost 
of these elements at the usual aver- 
age piices paid for the common fine 
feeds used in New England, 

Thus the actual worth of cottonseed 
meal is considerably more than twice 
as much as the worth of corn meal, 
That is to say, that, if the farmer pays 
the same price for both feeds, he gets 
twice as much real value in the cot- 
tonseed meal as in the corn meal, 
the two feeds can be bought at whole- 
sale for $25 per ton, you get in corn 
meal a value of $1 25% of what costs 
you $125, while in cottonseed meal 
you get a value of $285% for what 
costs you $1 25. At the retail price of 
$30 per ton, you pay $1 50 for a value 
of only $1 25% if you buy corn meal. 
but if you buy cottonseed meal you 
get $2 85% in value for your $1 50. 

The fact is, there is mouey in feed 
ing cottonseed meal—in saving of 
first cost, by increasing results at the 
pail or in fresh butter, and by adding 
to the worth of the manure.—Journal 
of Agriculture. 
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The American Chemical Indastry. 


The proportion of the cost of labor 
to the total cost of production in any 
branch of manufacturing industry is 
necessarily a serious consideration to 
manufacturers, especially where labor 
is an important factor in the indus- 
try. Itis obvious that the supremacy 
in any given line of production must 
eventually lie with the country where, 
other conditions being equal, the cost 
of production is lessthan that of com- 
peting countries. 

Germany is an important factor in 
this respect, so far as England is con- 
cerned; but the present article is not 
concerned with that country, but 
rather with the United States, where 
the chemical industry has of late 
years made steady progress, 

It may be pointed out, by way of 
introduction, that the United States 
purchased, in 1893, chemicals, drugs, 
dyes and medicines to the value of 
$13,250,912, of which $1,915,873 was for 
coal-tar colors and dyes; $1,171,878 
was for caustic soda; $3,803,479 for 
soda ash: and $4,401,000 for miscella- 
neous chemicals. This was dutiable. 
The States also imported, during the 
game period, $1.444,620 worth of 
chemicals duty free, aane which 
were alizarine, argol, various kinds of 
barks, cockineal, &c, The exports 
amounted, in 1893, to about half the 
total value of the imports of chemi- 
cals, namely, to $7,001,000. The value 
of the British exports of chemicals to 
America in 1891 was £1,297,000 ($6,- 
485,000) for alkali alone, or about fifty 
per cent. of the total value exported 
to all countries. Of bleaching mate. 
rials, the States took £337,762 out of a 
total of £522,625. We thus see the 
importance of the connection between 
the two countries, and any informa- 
tion bearing on the cost of production 
of chemicals in America must be of 
importance to English manufacturers, 

The relation of wages to the cost of 
production involves a consideration 
of two elements—labor and capital, 
and two lines of inquiry may be pur- 
sued, First the determination of the 
share of product which falls to labor 
in distinction from the share retained 
by capital. Secondly the relation 
which labor cost bears to-~the total 
cost of production, as shown by the 
proportion which wages bear to the 
other elements of cost. The first in- 
quiry would involve the question of 
profits and would take as its basis the 
selling price of the product, separat- 
ing the price into the various factors 
which compose it, such, for instance, 
as wages (labor’s share) and profits 
and interest (capital’s share), The 
second phase of the subject, which 
deals only with the actual cost to the 
manufacturer, eliminates profits and 
determines what part of that cost is 
due to labor, represented by wages, 
and what to raw material and other 
necessary expenses. The first in- 
quiry deals with the distribution of 
wealth, and the second with its pro- 
duction. The question to be dealt 
with next is, what relation does the 
cost of labor bear to the cost of the 
product at the actual time of comple- 
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tion? For instance, the proportions 
of cost in making one thousand gal- 
lons of disinfectants are as follows: 
Wages from 4°76 to 9°27 per cent. of 
the total, and raw materialsfrom 95°24 
@90 73 per cent respectively. In the 
manufacture of oneton sulphuric acid 
the proportions are; Wages from 16@ 
19 per cent, raw material from 53@ 
66°60 per cent, and miscellaneous ex- 
penses (such as rent, taxes insurance, 
ete.) from 32@14 per cent. As re- 
gards laundry blue, to produce 24,092 
gross of this article, costs from 13@ 
22 per cent for wages, about 69 per 
cent for materials, and the balance 
for rent, ete. The labor cost of pro- 
dncing a ton of guano is compara- 
tively small, being only 8°30 per cent 
of the total outlay. The raw mate- 
rial costs 81°60 per cent., while about 
10°20 per cent. is allowed for general 
expenses. For the same quantity of 
fertilizers the wage cost is 20 per 
cent. and materials 80 per cent. In 
the manufacture of phosphates the 
labor cost per ton is a little higher, 
namely, 14°29 per cent. and materials 
85 71 per cent. Oils and illuminating 
fluids cost per barrel nearly 7 per cen t 
for labor, about 67°50 per cent, for raw 
materials and the baiance goes for 
miscellaneous expenses. An experi- 
ment in making 3,185 tons of copperas 
shows that the labor cost ranges from 
22°91@33'91 per cent., raw materials 
from 41°56 @ 5432 per cent., and 
general charges from 35'43@11'77, In 
making mixed paints (per gallon) la- 
bor costs about 10 per cent. of the 
total and materials 90 per cent., while 
the same proportions apply to the 
manufacture of green paints. 

In 1893 an investigation was made 
by ;the Statistical Bureau of the 
State of Connecticut, U.S. A., as re- 
gards the cost of manufacturing in 
that district, and particulars were ob- 
tained from eleven firms making 
chemical products, the aggregate 
capital being $438,000; the total value 
of goods made in one year amount- 
ing to $638,000 the value of stock and 
materials being $359,300; the cost of 
manufacture, less rent, taxes, &c., 
$156,550; rent and taxes, $6,998; 
superintendence, as distinct from 
“wages,” $32,950; wages, $69,337; 
gross profits, $122,160; net profits, 
$115,161, or a percentage of net 
— of capital, amounting to 26°29,

The Khattan oil springs are situated 
at the end of a great bare hog.shaped 
hillformed by limestone beds bent

bend bends downwards, and where 
the valley turns round the extremity 


of the hill is much broken up by faults 


and fissures, from which there flow 
bumerous springs of hot sulphurous 


water, accompanied by a thick viscid 
tarry maltha. Here there is not a 
porous stratum whose pores could be- 


come clogged by inspissated oil, but a 


compact rock traversed by open fis- 
sures; and, moreover, with a con- 
stant stream of heated water travers

Under such circumstances ope 
might have predicted, what after 
wards was proved, that there was no 
large accumulation of oil, and that, 
after what might have accumulated 
in the fissures near the surface had 
been pumped out, nothing more of 
importance would be got. In spite of 
this, however, the shows are so abun- 


dant at Khattan that we may feel sure 
that an experimental boring to test 
the value of the oil beds would have 
been recomm: nded in any case and 
any one, though the ultimate cost 
the experiment would have beer 
materially reduced had the geological 
survey of the country preceded. and 
not followed, the purchase of machin- 
ery and sinking of trial bore holes. 


Besides Khattan, traces of petro- 
leum have been found in other locali 
les, such as Shorn, Kirta, &c.; but 
tone of these are of any importance.

Rohbri, there rises just such alow 
gently sloping anticlinal of the upper 
nummultic limestone. Whether the 
petroliferous beds of lower nummul- 
tic or uppermost cretaceous age of 
eastern Baluchistan extend so far is, 
of course, unknown, or if. supposing 
they exist, they are still petrolifer- 
ous; but the structure is just as is 
most favorable for the accumulation 
of petroleum, if it should be there, 
and in 1891 I recommended, on the 
strength of this, that a bore hole 
should be sunk where the crest of 
this anticiinal rises nearest to the 
surface, with a view to determ- 
ining whether there is any im- 
portant supply of petroleum here. 
This recomrmendation has been 
adopted, but the site selected is 
not such as I should have chosen ; for 
the small convenience to be gained 
by proximity to the railway work. 
shops at Sukkur it has been decided 
to sink there instead of on the rise of 
the crest of the anticlinal. The result 
of this choice is that though success 
here would point to a most prolific oil 
field, failure would by no means nec- 
essarily prove that there was po oil 
worth working in the neighborhood. 
The boring in any case is a most spec- 
ulative one, but that would be a reason 
for not diminishing the chance of suc- 
cess in order to save some twelve 
miles transport of machinery. 


In all the localities of Eastern Balu- 
chistan the oil found is a thick black 
tarry maltha, containing a very small 
proportion of oil fit for either illumin- 
ating or lubricating purposes, or of 
paraffine. Nochemical analyses have 
been made to determine the nature of 
the compounds contained in this oil, 
but its general character is such that 
it would have no value except as a 
fuel. Further east, in the Sulaiman 
hills, on approximately the same 
geological : orizon, a very different 
quality of oil has been found, 
which would yield 80 to 90 per cent. 
of illuminating oil, while the propor- 
tion of solid paraffine is so small that 
the remainder would probably make 
a very fine lubricating ol!. 


This locality appears to have first 
been brought to notice in 1889, when 
Mr. Broadway, District Superintend- 
ent of Police, forwarded a sample 
that was examined by Dr. Warden. 
Chemical Examiner to the Bengal 
Government, and pronounced by him 
to be a commercial kerosene of Rus 
sian origin, Subsequent analyses of 
authentic specimens have shown thut 
this specimen ney well have been 
crude oil from Mogaikot; but, in 
1887, this region was still inaccessible 
to Eropeans, and the specimen was 
obtained through a native of the 
country who may, to save himself 
the trouble of a long journey and feel- 
ing safe from any risk of detection, 
have supplied a sample obtained from 
the nearest bazaar. 

In 1890, I visited this spot, in com- 
pany of the military force sent to es- 
tablish our authority over the Kid- 
derzai clan, who had refused alle- 
glance to the Indian Government, 
and reported that though the actual 
locality of Mogalkot did not hold out 
any prospects of a sufficient supply 
of oil to justify the risks of trial 
borings, it was important to under- 
take adetailed geological survey of 
the region, as soon as it was suffi- 
clently settled to permit of this, with 
a view to determining whether there 
were any other more promising local- 
ities. This has since been done by 
my colleague, Mr. La Touche, who 
traced the outcrop of the sandstone

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band in which the oil of Mogalkot is 
found, but failed to find any other 
oll springs along it. As this fleld is 
of the second type deacribed in the 
introducto ate ae of this paper, 
where the oil bearing stratum crops 
out at the surface with a consider. 
able dip, this fact is conclusive 
against the prospects of obtaining an 
abundant supply of oil; and in so 
barren a country, devoid of roads or 
or means of communication, only a 
very abundant supply of the crude 
oil would recompense the great ex- 
pense of introducing machinery and 
withdrawing the product. 

In the north west Punjab there 
aie a humber of oil springs 
among the hills south and west 
of Rawalpindi. For many years 
past smal: quantities of this oil have 
been extracted by collecting the exu- 
dations from the springs aud from 
shallow borings, and have been used 
in the gas works of Rawalpindi. The 
oil localities have been frequently vis- 
ited an: reported on by experts and 
geologists almost uniformly in an un- 
favorable manner. In 1887 a conces- 
sion was granted to the Punjab Oil 
Prospecting Syndicate, which has 
since been working under the per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. R. A. Town- 
send, but though many borings have 
been put down in different localities 
they have as yet been uniformly un- 
successfnl in obtaining a sufficient 
supply of oil to be worth working. 

do not propose to enter into a de 
tailed: account of these oil springs, 
which are enumerated in the volume 
of the ‘“‘Manual of Geology of India,”’ 
devoted to economic geology. The 
character of the oil varies between a 
pale limpid naphtha and a black min- 
eral tar, but the oil flelds is of what I 
have. distinguished as the second 
type, and the shows seem everywhere 
to be poor. I have consequedtly come 
to the'conclusion, after a careful read- 
ing of the description of other ob- 
servers, that there is great improba- 
bility of more than a very limited 
yleld of oil being obtained anywhere 
on the wes‘ern frontier of India. 
The data on which the conclusion is 
based have cost much to accumulate. 
It is pérhaps too much to expect that 
they will prevent any further waste 
of money on futile experiments. 

Along the feot of the Himalayas no 
oil eprings are known, and the only 


indication of petroleum is the natural 
gas which issues from the ground at 
the temple of Gwalamukhi, in the 
Kangra district. The only geologist 
who has visited this place expressed 
some doubt as to the genuineness of 
phenomenon, but the visit was a very 
cursory one, made some thirty-five 
years ago, when little attention had 
been paid to either petroleum or nat- 
ural gas, and the locality would be 
worth re-examining in the light of 
the subsequently acquired knowledge. 

Leaving the West, with its gloom 
and failures, we will now turn to the 
East, the region of success and prom- 
ise for the future. In Upper Assam 
the oil-springs have now been known 
for a long time; they extend 100 miles 
from the Singpho hills, on the east, 
to the Sibsagar distric, on the west, 
and throughout this district are both 
numerous and abundant. The earliest 
attempts at exploiting this fleld were 
in 1867, when Messrs. Mackillop. 
Stewart & Oo., of Calcutta, obtained 
a concession, and sunk some _ ells at 
Makum.. Altogether eight wells were 
pus down, mostly successful, one of 
them being said to have yielded 832,- 
000 gallons in the course of 
eight months. The borings seem 
all to have been shallow, and 
the only reason for the aban 
donment of these workings appears 
to have been the difficulties of trans- 
port and lack of means of dealing 
with the oil. Nothing appears to 
have been done towards the develop- 
ment of the oil-fields for twenty 
year’, when work was begun at Dig- 
boi by the Assam Railway and Trad. 
ing Company and by the Assam Pe- 
troleum Syndicate. The former of 
these two associations hasalso been 
working at Makum, where Messrs. 
Mackillop, Stewart & Oo. were so suc- 
cessful, but, whatever the cause, 
these more recent trials were for long 
unscccessful. I heard‘ however, just 
before leaving India, that a weil 
which flowed eight to ten barrels a 
day had been struck in this locality. 
It is impossible to suppose that the 
failure of the more recent attempts 
as compared with the older ones made 
with much more primitive and im- 
— appliences can be due to ex- 

austion of the field, and it is more 
reasonable to attribute them to want 
of skillon the part of the artificers 
employed, and a faulty selection of 


the sites for boring—more especially 
the latter. 

The other locality, where both the 
associations are working, having 
each a grant of four square miles, is 
in the neighborhood of the Digboi 
and Bapu paugs. Here some ten 
bore-holes have been put down in all, 
and judging from them, and from in- 
formation obtained from Mr. Town 
send—my own visit having been too 
brief to collect many detaile—it would 
seem that there are two distinct oil- 
bearing horizons yielding oils, which 
differ widely in the amount of solid 
parafin they contain, if in no other 
respect. 

To begin with the lower of these 
oil zones, it can be traced for a couple 
of miles through the forest by num- 
erous outflows of petroleum, and the 
impregnation of the soil with the 
dried up residue left after the evap- 
oration of the more volatile con- 
stituents of the oil. The strike of 
this band bends gradually round 
from N.N.E. to N.N.W., and the dip 
is high, ranging from 40° to 60°; to 
the west it gradually steepens, while 
to the east it flattens off somewhat. 
From this description it will be seen 
that the oil fleld is of the second type 
described in the opening portion of 
this paper, and the very abundant 
shows of oil at the surface are 
promising of an abundant yield, 
@ promise which has been partially 
fulfilled by the striking of two 
spouting wells, one in January, 1892, 
by the railyway company, the other 
in March, 1893, by the syndicate. 
In both cases pressure was soon 
relieved and the flow of the oil at the 
surface ceased, but this is only what 
must be expected in a field with the 
geological structure of this one, and 
though oil has ceased to flow of its 
own accord there is abundance to be 
obtained by pumping. 

The outcrop of the second oil zone 
lies some half mile to the northeast of 
the first and at a higher geological 
horizon. Here two wells have been 
sunk by the syndicate, both of which 
have obtained oil, but in smaller 
quantities than from the lower bed; 
the oil, too, appears to be of a differ 
ent quality, containing a smaller pro- 
= of the heavier oils suitable for 
ubricating purposes, 

It is too soon yet to speak with cer- 
tainty of the future of this field. In 


1892, 8,6°0 gallons of oils are said to 
have been extracted from the railway 
company’s wells, according to a gov. 
ernment report, and besides this 4 
large but unknown quantity ran to 
waste from the spouting well before i 
was got under control. This infin. 
te- imal _. does not, however, 
resent the true possibilities of 
field, for in the absence of any means 
of a the oil the wells were not 
worked. Since then, however, a re 
finery has been established at Dib. 
tughar, and we may nore to see Dig- 
boi and Makum established among 
the productive oilfields of the world, 
These ventures are important not 
so much from the point of viewot 
their individual success or failure as 
for the promise they hold out of 
greater success elsewhere. The lo. 
calities were not selected after ex. 
tended examination as being the 
most promising, but merely on ac- 
count of the fact that they were clos 
to an open line of railway, and, con- 
sequently, easy of access. But Mr, 
Mallet’s report enumerates twelve 
other localities between Digboi and 
the Disang valley, where there ar 
abundant oil springs; and in this 
tract it is incredible that there will 
not be localities where ,the conditions 
are more favorable for the accumuls- 
tion of large stores of petroleum than 
that at Digboi, and the yleld will be 
larger in sufficient degree to mor 
than pay for the extra expense and 
delay in bringing in machinery. At 
the time Mr. Mallett’s exploration of 
this region was carried out, the laws 
that govern the distribution of pe 
troleum had not even begun to be 
understood, and even the most san- 
guine had not anticipated the im. 
portant part it has played, and is 
destined to play, in the advance of 
civilization. His attention was, conse 
quently, directed more particularly 
to the coal fields, and many of the oll 
springs were left unvisited, while, a 
regards those that were seen, the 
geological details recorded are not 
such as enable an opinion of their re- 
lative values to be formed, The coun- 
try was then, and is probably still, 
too inaccessible for the oil flelds to be 
workable, but within three years at 
the outside the Assam Bengal Rall 
way will run not far from the foot of 
these hills, and we may then look for

The Analysis of Varnishes. 
BY PARKER 0, MCILHINEY. 


At present varnishes are seldom 
analyzed because no means are 
known of determining with any ap- 
proach to accuracy, the amounts of 
the substances composing them. The 
tests used are practical ones and us- 
ually consists in varnishing asuitable 
surface with the sample to be tested 
and subjecting the varnished object 
to treatment as nearly as possible like 
that which it will receive in practice. 
If itis desired to ascertain the pro- 
portions of the different constituents, 
practical varnish makers claim to be 
able to make up samples which will 
match in properties one to be tested, 
and in this way to arrive at the proper 
result. However this may be, it is 
out of the question for the chemist 
who is not a varnish maker to use 
such a process. If methods can 
be devised whereby a chemist can 
make an actual analysis with a fair 
degree of accuracy, buyers can be 
certain of what they purchase and 
manufacturers can work more intelli- 
gently. 

The different kinds of varnish may 
be clasrified as follows: 

1, Spirit varnishes. 

2. Volatile oil varpvishes, 

3, Fixed oil varnishes, 

4 Misceilaneous; collodion var- 
nishes, etc, 

Spirit varnishes are composed of a 
resin dissolved in alcohol, Shellac 
spirits, made by dissolving shellac in 
woo. or grain alcohol, is the most 
common. 

Volatile oil varnishes are made by 
dissolving a resin in turpentine, 
Damar varnish is a good example. 
Benzive is largely used as a substi- 
tute for turpentine in this and other 
varnishes. 

The most important class is the 
fixed oil varnishes, and it is the anal- 
ysis of this sort which will be consid- 
ered. They are made from linseed 
oil, a resin and turpentine, 

The principal resins used are kauri, 
manila and hard copals, such as Zan- 
zibar. Oommon rosin is largely used 
as an adulterant. Kauri is the resin 
used by far the most, and there are 
many grades, varying in price from 
three cents to sixty cents a pound. 
Manila stands next in the amount 
used, and of the others comparatively 
small quantities are used. 

The resins used in fixed oil var. 
nishes are in their natural state insol- 
uble in linseed oil and in turpentine. 
It is only after undergoing a proceas 
of roasting or distillation that they 
become soluble, and in this operation 
they lose from twenty to twenty five 
per cent. in weight. In the process 
of manufacture the resin is first melt- 
ed down in a kettle, and after it has 
been sufficiently heated the proper 
quantity of linseed oil, also hot, is 
added, and'the mixture heated some 
time longer to effect a combination 
between the oil and resin, After cool- 
ing somewhat, sufficient turpentine is 
added to peonety thin the varnish. 

It is difficult for several reasons to 
obtain samples of varnish for ex- 
periment in which the proportion of 
the constitituents is known. They 
cannot be made successfully in small 
quantities as they are then of poor 
quality, and results obtained from 
such samples cannot be trusted. 
Through the kindness of Prof. A. H, 
Sabin, three samples of varnishes of 
known composition were obtained 
for experiment, 

The Determination of Turpentine. 
—H. J. Phillips proposes to distil off 
the turpentine at 22U° O., using about 
160 grams of varnish and catchin 
the distillate in a tared flask. § 
cureent of coal gas is passed through 
the liquid to prevent oxidation of the 
linseed oil, and at the same time to 
assist in the removal of the turpen- 
tine vapor by carrying it away as fast 
as formed, and by agitating the 
liquid. The method is open to 
several objections; any vapors 
of naphtha in the coal gas 
used are likely to be caught 
and contaminate the turpentine, is 
difficulty would be overcome by the 
use of carbon dioxide instead of coal 
gas, but carbon dioxide is not usually 
available in sufficient quantity. The 
author does not use any condenser, 
but depends upon the cooling of the 
neck of the retort used by the air, 
which is not sufficient. The residue

ills says that the volative constit- 
uents of varnish are easily determi- 
nable by evaporation with water. 
Attempts were made to effect the 
removal of turpentine by distilling it 
off in a vacuum, Trials were first 
made using twenty-five grams of sub- 
stance and a temperature of 100°-120° 
O., but this proved to be much too 
low a temperature and it was subse- 
quently found that by using five 
grams instead of twenty-five grams 
of substance the results were better. 
The method used was as follows: 


A portion of the varnish is weighed - 


into a tared, round bottom flask which 
is then heated in a paraffin bath ata 
temperature of 180° O. forfour to eight 
hours, the air and vapor Ss re- 
moved from the interior of the flask 
The flask is then again 
weighed and the loss in weight repre- 
sents turpentine. 

The results by this method were as

The results are thus seen to be too 
low and irregular, and the residues 
smelled of turpentine. It was found 
that these traces of turpantine could 
be removed, and correct results ob- 
tained by adding to the contents of 
the flask after cooling two or three 
cc. of petroleum ether of very 
low boiling point, allowing the re- 
sidue to dissolve, and then carefully 
exhausting the flask of air, and 
finally heating gently. Of course, in 
these experiments it is necessary to 
use round bottom flasks. The great 
objections to this method are that it 
does not distinguish between turpen- 
tine and any other volatile substance, 
and also that it requires arrange- 
ments for exhausting air, which 
are not always available. The 
non-volatile residue is, however, in 
the very best condition for further 
examination. 

Another method which has been 
used is a determination of the loss in 
weight on evaporating off the turpen- 
tine in the air-bath at 100° O. froma 
quantity of varnish contained in a 
watch-glass. This method is open to 
the same objections as the previous 
process, and the residue is not in 
good condition for further examina- 
tion, on account of the drying of lin- 
seed-oil. The fact that linseed oil in- 
creases in weight on exposure to the 
air tends to give too low results. The 
formation of a film of dried varnish 
preventing further evaporation ren- 
ders it necessary to use only small 
quantities of substance. In experi- 
menting with the process, it was 


found better to use watch-glasses of 


flat form than the ordinary concave 
ones, Three-quarters to one hour ex- 
posure at 100° and 0°400 to 0°600 gram 
substance gave the best results.

The requirements of a satisfactory 
process for determining turpentine 
are: 

1. That the volatile material shall 
be separated under conditions which 
admit of its being actually weighed 
or measured and then submitted to 
further treatment. 

2. That the non-volatile portion 
shall be subjected to as little heat as 
possible, both to avoid any destruc- 
tive distillation and to leave it un- 
altered for further examination. 

3. The process should require no 
unusual apparatus. None of these 
processes fulfill the above conditions, 

It is well known that on distillin 
together two immiscible liquids, suc. 
as carbon disulphide and water, the 
boiling point of the mixture is lower 
than that of the more volatile liquid. 
Carbon disulphide boils at 49°, but 
when distilled with water the boiling 
point of the mixture is 48°O. 

On distilling together 100 cc. of 
water and five cc, of turpentine it was 
found that the first ninety-five cc. of 
distillate contained all the turpentine 
which separated very well from the 
water. Experiment showed that 
ninety cc. of water either dissolve or 
hold in suspension permanently 
about 0.3000 — of turpentine. On 
these principles the following process 
was devised : 

Twenty-five grams of varnish are 
weighed into a flask of 400 cc, capac- 
ity, in which has been placed a piece 


of water.

The Dalmatian Sponge Fishery.

The industry is practiced 
only by the inhabitants of Orappano, 
who dislodge the sponges by means 
of an eel spear attached to along 
pole. This method presents two ob- 
jections: First the impossibility of 
a the sponges beyond a certain 
very limited depth, even in the ex- 
ceedingly limpid water of this region, 
and next the difficulty of keeping the 
boat stationary over the desired spot. 
Thus the fishing of the sponges which 
are visible is by no means secured, 
while an immense area of rocky bot- 
tom remains unexplored ualtogether, 
although well known to produce great 
quantities of sponges. 

With a view, therefore, to the fur- 
ther development of this industry, 
the society has introduced sponge 
fishing by means of divers accordin 
to the Greek method. This experi- 
ment has been amply justified by the 
results, for in a depth of from 20 to 30 
meters these divers brought up splen- 
did samples of sponges, some having 
gathered so many as 60 in an hour’s 
work, an average of 1 per minute, 

The average depth in which the 
Orapponian spearmen can see and se- 
cure the sponges is 6 meters in Is- 
trian and 15 meters in Dalmatian 
waters, as, owing to the muddiness 
induced by the river Quieto in the

rocky bottom, too, presented deep 
fissures. 


In these hitherto unexplored depths 
the divers have found splendid speqj. 
mens of sponges, which proves thg 
the Orapponian method of Sponge 
fishing with a spear was by no means 
thorough in its results. 

The further development of thi 
fishery will probably be attended 
with important results to the spong, 
trade.—British Consular Report,

Corporations in New Jersey. 


An act of the Legislature of New 
Jersey, approved May 16, 1894, rela- 
tive to corporations of other States 
doing business in that State, provides 
that on and after the first day of July, 
1894, no such corporation, ether than 
banking, insurance and railroad com- 

anies, shall transact business ip 

ew Jersey until it shall have filed in 
the Department of State (1) an at- 
tested copy of its charter or certi- 
ficate of organization, and (2) a state- 
ment of its capital stock author- 
ized, amount issued, character of its 
business, and designating a citizen or 
corporation in the state upon whom 
legal service may be made; in certain 
Cases service may be made upon the 
Secretary of State. Upon filing these 
papers the Secretary of State shall 
issue a certificate, authorizing the 
corporation to transact busiuess {a 
New Jersey. The fees are five dollan 
for filing each paper, and five dollars 
for certificate of authority; total, fil 
teen dollars; for service of proces 
upon Secretary of State, two dollars 

In addition to the foregoing a te 
taliatory feature was enacted, whicd 
provides that “when, by the laws of 
any other state or nation, any other 
taxes, fees, penalties, licenses, fine 
or other obligations or requirement 
are imposed upon such corporations 
of this state doing business in such 
other staie or nation, or upon 
agents therein, so long as such laws 
continue in force, the same taxes, 
fees, penalties, licenses, fines, 0 
ligations or requirements, of wha 
ever kind, shall be imp 
upon all such corporations of sub 
other State or nation doing busines 
within the State and upon 
agents here,”’ 

There is a proviso that no prev 
ously established requirement 
be affected by this act. Following# 
the official text of the act in full: 


nw 
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AN ACT RELATIVE TO CORPORATIONS. 


1, Be it enacted by the Senate and 
Genera) Assembly ot the State of New 
jersey, That on and after the first day 
of July, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-four, no corporation not 
organized under the laws of this state 
(oreign corporatian), other than 
panking, insurance and railroad cor- 
porations, shall transact business in 
this state until it shall have filed in 
the Department of State a copy of its 
charter or certificate of organization, 
duly attested by ite a or 
Vice-President and reasurer or 
secretary, under its corporate seal, 
and & statement, by the same officers, 
also under corporate seal, setting 
forth the total amount of capital 
stock it is authorized to issue and the 
amount actually issued, the character 
of business in which it is engaged 
and in which it proposes to engage 
within this State, a citizen or corpo- 
ration of this State as its agent, upon 
whom legal process against such for- 
eign corporation may be served; 
guch citizen or corporation s0 
designated shall have an office 
or place of business in this State 
which shall be held to be the 
principal place of business within 
this State of such foreign corporation ; 
and the agency so designated shall 
continue in force until revoked in 
writing, and some other citizen or 
New Jersey corporation shall be sub- 
gtituted therefor; if the citizen so 
designated dies or removes his office, 
or such New Jersey corporation be- 
comes disqualified. and such foreign 
corporation does not, within thirty 
days after such death, removal 
or disqualification, designate in 
like manner another citizen or New 
Jersey corporation upon whom process 
against it may be served within the 
State, the Secretary of State shall re- 
yoke the authority of such corpora- 
tion to do business within this state, 
and process against such corporaticn 
in actions upon any liability incurred 
within this state before such revoca- 
tion may, after such death, removal 
or eet and before any 
other designation shall have been 
made, be served upon the Secretary 
of State; atthe time of such service 
the plaintiff shall pay to theSecretary 
of State for the use of the state two 
dollars, to be included in the taxable 
costs and disbursements of such plain 
uff, and the Secretary of State shail 
forthwith mail a copy of such notice 
to such corporation or the address of 
any Officer thereof, if known to him. 

2. And be it enacted, That upon fil- 
ing the oo hereinbefore designat- 
ed, the Secretary of State shall issue 
to the said foreign corporation a cer- 
tiflcate that (it) has complied with all 
the requirements of law to authorize 
it to transact business in this state, 
and that the business of such corpor- 
ation to be carried on within this 
state is such as may be lawfully car- 
ried on by corporations incorporated 
under the laws of New Jersey for 
similar business; until such corpora- 
tion 80 transacting business in this 
State shall have obtained said certifi- 
cate of the Secretary of State, it shall 
not maintain any action in tnis State, 
upon any contract made by it in this 
State, but any lawful contract made 
prior to the first day of July, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety. 
four, may be performed and enforced 
within tbis State subsequent to that 
date; for each certificate issued 
and paper filed by the Secre- 
tary of State as herein provided for, 
he shall receive for the use of the 
state the sum of five dollars; pro- 
vided, that all expenses incurred in 
ae out the provisions of this act 
shall be paid by the Secretary of State 
out of the fees so received, 


3, And be it enacted, that when, by 
the laws of any other state or nation, 
any other taxes, fines, penalties, 
licenses, fees or other obligations or 
requirements are imposed upon such 
corporations of this state, doing busi- 
ness in such other state or nation, or 
upon théir agents therein, so long as 
such laws continue in force, the same 
taxes, fines, penalties, licenses, fees, 
obligations and requirements of 
whatever kind shall be imposed upon 
all such corporations of such 
other state or nation doin 
business within the State an 
upon their agents here; provided, 
that nothing herein shall be held to 
Tepeal any duty, condition or require- 
ment now imposed by law upon such 
Corporations of other States or Na- 
— trancacting business in this

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SaTuRpax Noon, June 2, 1894, 


Trading during the past week on 
the loca] exchange has been practi- 
cally suspended, but in this respect 
the week has not differed from many 
which have passed, though at least 
an apparent showing of business was 
looked for. Eventhe usual amount 
of oe of deliveries at the close 
ofa month did showed shrinkage,thus 
giving fresh evidence, if such were 
needed, that trading in petroleum 
certificates on the floor of the New 
York exchange is no longer indulged 
in to an extent to warrant this being 
classed as a market, Oil Oity still 
manages to keep up an appearance of 
trading interest, although actual 
transactions there are few, of small 
extent and far between. Now and 
then some of the producers muster up 
courage to try to sustain the market 
and evidence that some oil is still 
held there is seen in the transfers 
made on Thursday from June to July 
delivery, The reports from the flelds 
during the past week, while giving no 
record of very important new wells, 
nevertheless indicate an increase in 
production, due to the incoming of 
quite a number of fairly good wells 
and stimulus =" to the declining 
energies of older wells. The sta. 
tistical situation shows no marked 
change, though the indications 
point to a smaller decruase in 
stocks during May than April. 
The transactions during the past 
week show no increase over those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 6,000 bbis against 5,000 bbls for 
the preceding week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
284,000 as 0,000 bble dur- 
ing the p week. The total 
clearances reported for the Oil City ex- 
change amounted to 628,000 bbis, 
against 252,000 bbls for preceding 
week, The highest price of the week 
was recorded on Tuesday, when 
874%c was reached. The lowest point of 
the week was 87c, and was touched 
on Monday. The opening price last 
Monday was 87%c, and the close this

A cottonseed separating 
machine comprising a cylindrical 
screen body, @ surrounding annular

Ohlorate of 
potash, however, shows a marked de- 
cline, specuiators having been unable 
to find any outlet for their holdings; 
but, now that there is a slight im- 
provement in the inquiry, accompa- 
nied by a restricted production, hopes 
are entertained of a revovery. Bleach- 
ing powder is being ‘doled out’ as 
wanted. supply being fully equal to 
demand. Caustic soda and soda 
crystals are neglected, but there is a 
moderate inquiry for soda ash. No 
doubt matters generally lock gloomy 
atthe moment. The depreciation of 
silver and the mee regarding 
the proposed U. 8. Tariff Bill have 
combined to deaden trade, but as 
soon as there is any settlement, one 
way or the other, of the latter ques- 
tion, we have reasonable grounds 
for anticipating an early reac- 
tion. Fertilizers have been in 
steady and continued demand, 
and, although special circum- 
stances have occasioned some irregu- 
larity in prices, more than average 
values have been maintained. The 
consumption all round has been un. 
usually beavy. and stocks generally 
are in limited compass. Nitrate cf 
soda was forced unduly high by a 
“corner,” but is again steady. Sul- 
phate of ammonia, which fell away 
for several weeke, has now regained 
its old position; and other articles, 
such as dried blood, superphosphates, 
&c., are not allowed to accumulate. 
Palm oil remains fairly steady 
at prices which do not cause 
much anxiety to buyers, late 
heavy arrivals have been easily 
cleared off, but the market closes 
with more disposition to sell goods 
near at hand.

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The Petroleum Fields of India, 


(Continued from page 10.) 
a rapid opening up and development 
ofthe coal and petroleum flelds of 
Upper Assam, which are unsurpassed 
both for quantity and quality in the 
Italian Empire, 

The westerly extension of this ojj 
field has not been traced, but it jg 
known that petroleum occurs in rocks 
of the same age on the southern mar. 
gin of the Khasi and Garo hills, | 
have myself seen one of these local. 
ities where there was an abundant 
oe of gas, accompanied by a 
light mineral naphtha, along the out- 
crop of a highly inclined of sand. 
stone, There can be little doubt that, 
after the richer fields of Upper Assam 
have been opened up, and the men 
and material requisite are to be ob- 
tained locally, an attempt will be 
made to work this oil. At present‘ 
however, the promise is not sufficient 
to justify the heavy expenditure in 
separable from a pioneer industry, 

On the west coast of Burma petro- 
leum is known to occur in the Ramri 
and Cheduba islands, where attempts 
to work it on a large scale have been 
made by two companies, the Arrakan 
Oil Company and the Baronga Oom. 
pany. The produce was too small to 
justify the continuance of operations 
on a large scale. Moderate amounts 
of oil are still obtained annually from 
open wells, but I have not been able 
to obtain statistics of the production 
which is insignificant in importance, 

Lastly, we have to consider the 
newly acquired province of Upper 
Burma, where the only productive 
oil-fleld of the empire is situated. 
The original discovery of the oil-fleld 
of Yenangyaung is lost in the mists 
of antiquity, but the highly pic. 
turesque version which passes cur- 
rent atthe present Gay. relates how 
in January, 1099. the King Alaung- 
sithu Mingyi of Pagan, attracted by 
the accounts he had heard of its mar- 
vels, especially a wonderful spring of 
surprisingly sweet-scented waters, 
visited the town now known as Ye- 
nangyaung. Unfortunately for them- 
selves, some of his consorts had also 
heard of this wonder, and determin- 
ing to visit and see it for themselves, 
were so entranced by the exquisite 
odors exhaled by the water that they 
forgot to return at nightfall. Next 
morning the king instituted a search 
for his truant wives, and finding 
them seated on the banks of the 
scented pond, oblivious to their du- 
ties totheir lord and master in the 
enjoyment derived from inhaling its 
perfume, he, in the plenitude cf his 
Orienta) power, ordered their imme- 
diate execution, and, in virtue of his 
miraculous powers, deprived the 
spring of its dangerously attractive 
properties, deciding that in future 
the pleasant perfume should be 
changed to the repulsive stench of 
petroleum. whencs the place has ever 
since been known as Yenangyaung, 
or stinking water creek. 

Reduced to plain language, this le- 
gend would seem to indicate that the 
petroleum wae discovered some 800 
years ago, but it is far from improb- 
able that in mixing up the discovery 
of the fleld with mythical incidents, 
its antiquity has been exaggerated. 
The petroleum industry of Upper 
Burma, is, however, of considerable 
age, for as far back as 1769 it was 
recorded by Oaptain Baker that 200 
families were “employed in getting 
earth oil out of pits, some five miles 
in the country,”’ from Yenangyaung, 
thus moms that the industry was 
well established near a century and 
a-half ago. ; 

Until 1887. the only means of wouk- 
ing the oil in use were square shafts 
redly lined with timber, in the bot 
tom of which the oll collected and 
was laboriously drawn up in earthen 
vessels, by means of a rope passing 
over a rude wooden framework 4 
the mouth of the well, and thougb 
many deep borings fitted with steam 
pumps are now at work, the greater 
part of the oil is still produced in she 
in the older and primitive manner. 
In course of time, as the upper oll 
sande, which alone can be tapped by 
the dug wells, become exhaused, the 
drilled wells will doubtless come & 
be the only source of supply. 

In geological structure the Yonane 
yaung oil fleld is very simple ‘The 
strata are bent into a well-marked 
adticlinal, whose axis trends N.3v°W.; 
at the crest of the antivlinal the 
lie horizontally, and for a short dit 
tance on either side the dips are “al, 
gentle, increasing gradually 
at half a mile on either si 
the dips are 80° and over, In§ 
northwesterly and southeasterly 4: 
rection that axis of the antic 
slops gently downwards, the fold 4 
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self flattening out, and it is just at 
the highest point in the crest of the 
anticlinal that the oil is found. 

The oil fleld, consequently, belongs 
to the first class, though some com- 
plication is introduced, as compared 
with the Americam examples, by the 
fact that the oil sand is not one single 
homogeneous band, but consists of 
beds of sand, separated by clays and 
shales. Ths analogy of other similar 
deposits makes it certain that the 

s of sand and shale are not con- 
tinuous, but lenticular in form, coale- 
scing with each other irregularly. 
The consequence of this is, that pock- 
ets would be formed at the crest of 
the anticlinal, in which the oil would 
collect, and be prevented from rising 
to the top of the sandstone by the 
bands of shale running through it. 
This seems to be the only way of 
satisfactorily accounting for the alter- 
nations of oiland water recorded in 
the iogs of the borings which have 
been put down. 

Leaving this, which is more or less 
matter of conjecture, it may be noted 
that the limits of the Yenangyaung 
oil fleld have been practically defined 
on all sides but one, 

The actual oil bearing territory,is 
about three and one-half miles long 
by half a mile wide; at eitherextrem- 
ity are situated the Burmese villages 
of Twingon and Beme, while in be- 
tween there is a tract of country 
which the native workers believed to 
be barren, but which has been proved 
by Messrs. Finlay, Fleming & Oo. to 
be as fruitful as the land on either 
side. To the south of Beme the pros- 

ting operations of the Upper 

urma Oil Syndicate have shown that 
there is no petroleum. On either side 
of the axis of the anticlinal it has 
been found that the oil bearing terri- 
tory does not extend beyond the re- 
gion of low dipt near the crest of the 
‘old, and to the north of Twingon it 
is very doubtful ifthe productive area 
extends to any distance. ‘his is the 
only direction in which the limits of 
this oil fleld have not been deter- 
mined, In so far as can be judged 
from analogy and the experience of 
other fields no great extension in this 
direction can be looked for, 

Some fifty four miles N. N. W. of 
Yenangyaung the oil fleld of Yenan- 
gyat is found on the right bank of the 

rawadi. As at Yenangyaung the 
strata are bent into an anticlinal; 
but the bending is much sharper, the 
beds on the eastern side belng verti- 
cal or nearly so, and the fleld may be 
more properly looked upon as belong- 
ing to the second type. The produce 
of this field is small as yet, and its 
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future difficult to judge of. It may, 
however, be noted as an interesting 
point that the oil is under sufficient 
pressure to allow it to flow naturall 
at the surface in a suitably-arranged 
borehole, 

A third oil fleld in Upper Burmah 
whicn may be mentioned is that of 
Minbu, The mud volcanoes of this 
district have frequently been de- 
scribed. As in Cheduba and Ramri, 
petroleum is poured out along with 
the mud and collected in small quan- 
tities. Some half-hearted attempts 
to test this region as an oil fleld have 
been made, but not enough is known 
to enable any opinion to be formed of 
its future prospects, 

Having passed in review all the 
known oil flelds of the Empire, and 
described their present state of devel- 
opment, I will now attempt to justify 
the second part of the title of this 
paper. 

As has already been mentioned, 
there is little to hope for from the 

troleum of the Western field, and it 
8 very oe whether they are 
destined to have a future at 
all. In the East, however, things 
are different. Upper Assam is known 
to contain an extensive area of 
richly petroliferous rocks, whose fu- 
ture we may be allowed to look at in 
@ hopeful manner. As yet this area 
has only been tested at two points, 
both chosen solely on account of their 
nearness to an open line of railway. 
The greater portion of the region is 
still too inaccessible for its explora- 
tion to be commercially possible, but 
it will soon be skirted by the Ohitta- 
gong-Assam Railway, now in course 
of construction, and when this is com- 
pleted it seems possible that the 
Assam oil, with all the advantages of 
water carriage, will be brought down 
to Oalcutta at a price which will en- 
able it to compete with the imported 
article. 

In Oachar and Arakan the pros- 
pects are much less bright in these 
region ; only a moderate development 
of the interest can be looked for, 
while even this will have to wait till 
the developmeut of more favored re- 
gions has introduced men and mate- 
rials into the country, and converted 
a pioneer intc an established indus- 


try. 

Finally we may look for a great ex- 
_— of the petroleum industry in 

pper Burma. The oil-flelds of 
Yenangyoung and Yenangyat, both 
of which derive their oil from beds of 
the same age, and the occurrence of 
oil on the same horizon at Minbu 
and in some isolated localities to the 
north of Yenangyat, show that the 


oil is spread over a very large area, 
in which it is almost certain that 
other flelds will be found. More- 
over, in this area the rocks areto a 

eat extent only moderately dis- 


urbed, and thrown into well-defined 
anticlinal and synclinal folds, so that 
Poe, belong to 


the oil-flelds will 
the first type, and consequently are 
likely to yield considerable supplies 
of petroleum. 

Such, briefly stated, appear to be 
the possibilities of the future. but how 
far these possibilities will be fulfilled 
depends so much on the policy adopt- 
ed by the Government, that it is im- 

ossible to omit all reference to what 
as been done in the past and to what 
appects to be required in the future. 
n Baluchistan the experimental 
borings were carried out by the Gov- 
ernment itself, and this course was 
here justfied by the fact that the sup- 
ply of petroleum was required for, 
and would almost solely benefit, the 
North-Western Railway, ‘vhich is the 
property of the Indian Government. 
No other boring operations have been 
directly undertaken by the Govern- 
ment, though in the case of one syn- 
dicate a fixed sum was allowed on 
every exploratory boring which prov- 
ed unsuccessful) in finding workable 
quantity of oil. 

In Assam nothing has yet been done 
beyond the grant of two separate con- 
cessions for the working of petroleum, 
but in Burma along strip of country 
between Yenangyaung and Yenang- 
yat has been surveyed on the scale of 
16 inches to the mile and demarcated 
into blocks of one mile square, which 
have been offered to adventurers on 
terms published by the Burma gov- 
ernment. The same has been done in 
the neigborhood of Minbu, though no 
detailed geological survey has been 
made except of a small area in the 
south of the Yenangyaung oil fleld. 

As regards the future, the two prin- 
cipal things required’ seem to be, 
firstly, a survey of the areas in Burma 
and Assam in which oil is likely to be 
found, This would not used to be on 
a larger scale than two inches to the 
mile, nor need there be any demarca- 
tion of blocks; but the survey should 
be geological as well as topograph- 
ical, The publication of these maps, 
with the accompanying descriptions, 
would put the adventurer in posses- 
sion of all the information procurable 
in advance of actual boring opera- 
tions, and would guide him to the 
places most suitable for the incep- 
tion of his venture, The second is 
the promulgation of a set of rules for 
the grant of mining concessions, 
which will prove acceptable to would- 


be applicants, without sacrificing the 
general interests of the country. Thig 
is the more difficult task, for the ad. 
venturer—and I use the word in its 
original sense, without any reference 
to its acauired implications—is apt to 
forget that, while he must look to hig 
own interest, the Government have 
to act as trustees of the country at 
large and of posterity. The conflict 
between the interests of the one party 
and the duties of the other will con- 
stantly lead to mistaken by ments 
on either side, which render it diffi 
cult to steer accurately the middle 
course between an undue favoring of 
individuals on the one hand anda 
drag on the progress and prosperity 
of the country on the other. Such 
rules, I believe, will shortly be 
published, and we hope that 
the near future see 8 
considerable increase in the produc- 
tion of petroleum in Burma and 
Assam, an increase which will enable 
these: provinces to provide for their 
own consumption, and in part for that 
of the rest of the empire, t —_ there 
seems no reason for anticipating that 
India will ever rank with Russia and 
America among the great petroleum 
exdorting countries in the world, For 
the present this must remain a hope. 
So little is known of the geology of 
these regions that it would be rash in 
the extreme to prophesy; but what is 
known is enough to hold outa pros- 
pect of success, and an inducement to 
the acquisition of further knowledge. 

In connection with the foregoing 
account the oe statistics re- 
garding the imports into India, and 
nto the provinces of Assam and 
Burma, will be of interest :

Virginia is unchanged at last 
quoted prices, with the supply limited 
and the demand small. 

— Logwood continues in 
ample though not large supply, with 
steady arrivals, and prices remain

Castor Oil Production In British India. 


India’s backwardness in abliity to 
use her profusion of producta to the 
best industrial advantage is well ex- 
emplified in the relative condition of 
the export trade in castor oil and cas- 
tor seed. According to Calcutta Cap- 
ial for January 24 the aggregate bulk 
of last year’s shipments of castor oll, 
viz , 2,678,992 gallons, was practically 
identical with that of ten years ago; 
while within the same period the 
quantity of seed exported has ad- 
vauced from 222,156 cwts. to 989,634 
cwts, the highest record. In the 
Handbook of Commercial Products 
devoted to castor oil. the unprogres- 
sive nature of the outward trade in 
this article is accounted for by the 
fact that the more economical and 
higher skilled methods of extraction 
practiced in Europe rerder competi- 
tion on the part of the indigenous 
manufacturers, with their crude ap- 
pliances ant petty establishments— 
consisting, generally, at the best, of a 
single or double bullock mili—out of 
the question, especially as the latter 
endeavor to supplement their small 
gains by recourse to adulteration. 
The history of the jute trade is 
pointed to as es the propri- 
ety of this contention; the moral, of 
course, being that, were European 
technical knowledge and _ capital 
brought to bear on the development 
of the oil-pressing industry, the same 
success that bas attended the estab: 
lishment of jute mills in India would, 
in all likelihood, be achieved, If the 
Hivdustani castor-seed crushers car- 
ried on their operations iu large fac - 
tories, there might be some chance of 
getting the proprietors to see the 
shortsightedness of the policy of 
turning out an adulterated article; 
but, under existing conditions, the 
evil must go on until the day shall 
arrive when it will be judged expedi: 
ent for the legislature to deal with the 

uestion of adulteration generally. 
For the present, the art of sorhistica- 
tion, seme as itis to almost every 
commodity manufactured in the 
country, constitutes an industry of 
no trivial importance in itself in the 
means of livelihood it holds out to a 
not ioappreciable section of the com: 
munity. ‘This, however, setting aside 
the question of morality, affords 
small compensation for the retarding 
influence thus brought to bear on the 
growth of a large business in native- 
made Indian oils, or for the deprect- 
ated value of, say, cotton and wheat 
in the European markets. 

Although it is probable that the use 
of castor oil was Known, and that the 
plant was cultivated io India hun- 
dreds of years before the Christian 
era, and Fee it was from the West and 
not the Hast Indies that Europe first 
derived its supply. On the latter con- 
tinent the properties of the oil seems 
to have been known as lar back as the 














thirteenth century, but it was not un- 
till about the end of the eighteenth 
that the first small shipments were 
obtained from Jamaica, after which 
supplies from the West were gradu- 
ally displaced by the production of 
Hindu-tan. To comprehend the value 
of the castor oil plant, Ricinus com- 
muni, it is only necessary to look to 
the number of uses to which it is put. 
In India the oil is extensively used as 
an illuminant, and there is none bet 
ter provided it ia “cold drawo,”’ and 
has been subjected to a proper and 
carefully conducted method of pre- 
paration ; moreover, owing to its slow 
combustion, a saving of % to \ Is 
gaid to be effected by using it as com- 
pared with other oils. It forms an ex- 
cellent lubricant, although for this 
purpose it has been to a great _ extent 
superseded by mineral oils. For the 
dressing of tanned hides and skins it 
has 4 high reputation, and the natives 
employ it oe for preserving water 
buckets, agricultural appliances, bar- 
ness, etc., made of leather; and an 
estimable attribute of the oil, in a 
climate like that of India, is that it 
repels rats and other vermin, Ooun 
try dyers utilize the oil in certaiu of 
their | rovesses, as for example in col 
oring with Al. In Assam the plant is 
widely cultivated as a food for the eri 
silkworm. It has been ruggested that 
where the crop is largely grown in the 
vicinity of paper mills thestems might 
be more protitably disposed of for 
paper-makiog (an excellent pulp is 
said to be made from the stems with 
their bark), than as now used for fuel 
or for thatching houses. The oilcake 
is largely consumed as fuel. It also 
constitutes a valuable manure; and, 
although it isconsidered by European 
cattle-breeders to be highly injurious 
as a fudder, the same opinion is not 
by apy means prevalent in In- 
dia. On the o-ntrary, we find 
that in Mysore a decuction pre- 
‘pared from the cake is_ given 
to buffaloes to increase the flow of 
their milk. In Madras the leaves are 

ivep to milch cattle for the same ob- 
ect. Elsewhere, however, we read of 
the leaves bein — to stop the 
secretion of milk. This would appear 
to be a point of considerable import- 
ance to clear up. and, as remarked, it 
might very well form the subject of 
investigation by the Agricultural De- 
partments in their capacity of con- 
sulting chemists and veterinary sur 
geons. The cake is, or was not long 
since, used by the East Indian Rail- 
way Company, at Allahabad, for gas 
making. In Jeypore, the palace, pub- 
lic offices, and streets are lighted by 
gas produced from a cheap variety of 
castor oil grown for the purpose. ‘The 
ollis further said to be capable of 
forming with copal, dissolved in alco- 
hol, an excellent varnish, ‘The one 
great thing in which India falis as re- 
garde this product is to turn out a 
good or rather marketable medicinal 
oil. In this she loses a very large 
trade; and it is estimated that could 
such an oil be produced in India and 
placed in the market, precisely simi- 
lar to that now imported from Europe, 
a profit of Rs 10 per maund would be 
realized. 

As regards the destination of the 
limited exports of castor oil from 
India, the greater portion of which is

Kingdom still heads the list, but the 
trade has considerably declined dur- 
ing the last ten vears. That with 
Australia, which offers the next im- 
portant outlet, has finctuated a good 
deal during the same period, but in 
1892 93 fell below the average. France 
takes, roughly speaking, about half 
of the total exports of castor seed; in 
fact, that country and Belgium to- 
gether absorb fully fourteen times 
more Indian oil seed (excepting lin- 
seed) than does Britain, which renders 
it all the more unsatisfactory that 
this country should lose the econo 
mic and financial gain accuring from 
the manipulation of s0 much raw ma- 
terial.— Board of Trade Journal.

California Trade Matters. 
San Franoisco, May 26, 1894.

As there has been so much said 
recently about the effect of the re. 
moval of the duty from quicksilver 
and the wisdom of keeping the mines 
running at present prices a few 
facts as to the cost of production 
may be of interest. On the whole, 
the cost of production bears more 
heavily on the smaller mines. There 
is @ great variety in the coset it run- 
ning all the way from twelve dollars 
a flask as the lowest to forty dollars a 
flask. Where the cost exceeds #404 
flask the deposit. duty or n>» duty, 
may be considered unworkable. It ap- 
pears that the average in the New 
Almaden is $36 a flask, or the exact 
jet at which quicksilver is now 

eing sold locally, but $460 more 
than the last export sales, 

The past week has been a good one 
for shipments. The Alameda took 
out for New York on the 23d 600 flasks, 
worth at present market prices here 
about $18,00u ; then the San Blas took 
out for Central America on the )8th 
100 flasks valued ar $31 60 a flask. and 
130 flasks for Mexico valued at $30 60 
a@fiask. This makes a total of 730 
flasks for the week, against receipts 
of 376 flasks for the same time. Tbe 
receipts for tne month again will ex- 
ceed 2,000 flasks. 

The principal item of interest in 
borax circles has been the shipment 
of 201,084 lbs, worth $15,000,to New 
York by the Alameda.
